In the course of n specch recently delivered at
Birmingham, England, Johu Bright drew this
picture of the Bnglish poor who are denied the
right of suffruce,  Hivallusions to the trentment
he has recelved from the Tory press of England
are mmusing:—

et us mow for a moment (sadd Mr, Bright)
cast our eyeover this country, aiter the many
great sod usefil changes that have been made
during the 1nst thirty yeare. There remain, os [
eqid, tive millwms of families who are entirely
unrepresented, Confine your attention to those
familhies, There ave amongst tham one million
—eonsiderably more than a million, I beliove,
in the Unuded Kinedom—ot those who are
clissed in the untfortunate list of paupers. There
are 2t leasl a milllon who "are just above the
paupers—always in peril lest they tnemselves
should become prupers. Theéir condition aad
their prospects are no more favorable than that,
Then, look at 4he ignorance of the lower strata
of this portion of the pation: look at their
poverty, their sufferings, their utter hopeless.
noss ol good,. Why, in the Americnn Southern
Stutes, during the relen of slavery, every negro
had an idea that there wos a day of jubilee for
him. “Verily,! they used to say, ‘the Lord will
come and deliver us’ But in this class, this
lowest strata of the population of your country,
I venture to say theye 1s nelther beilel 1 any-
thing better for them, nor soarcely is there any
aspration atter i1,

“Have you read the paragraphs recently in
the papers about John Crosss, the Dorseishire
Inborer? John Crosse was a reapectable lnborer,
He worked six daven week, He had an excel
lent character from his employer, under whom
he had worked for twenty-four years, at the rate
of &8 a week. (Avplause and eries of “Shame,”)
Now, this is & curious arrangeément, for there is
an old saving that ‘where mouths conie, mesat
comes,! ButJohn Crosse has a lamily ol séven
eluldren, 1 shink, and oue of them has arrived
very reeently, 1o provide fire in his hovel—the
Englishman's castle—(laughter )—for his feeble
wile and iofant chald, he took—Ilegully, 1 believe,
he stole—a wooden hurdle of the value of 6d,;
und for that he was tried before the maglstrates
and sentenced to twenty.one days' or a fort-
mght's imprisconment. I am not defending steal-
ing hurdles; no Jonbt certain newspspers will
say that 1 am, (Laughier.) 1 am not even
finding tault with the magistrates who commit-
ted the man; | won't spead evil of dignitaries,
{Laughter,)

“But I venture to tell you that Jaho Crosse,
the Dorsetshire luborer, may be found in thou-
eande in various parts of the conolry, and espe-
cially in youf southern counties, and that if you
will raise the wages trom Ba, to 104, you will tind
scores of thousands, with that difference, in the
position of John Crosse: you will find hundrods
of thousands whose condition is suchthat hitherto
the most anxious investigation has been unaole
tv solve the mystery as 1o how they keep bud{ -
and soul together,  (Cheers,) Cast your eye,
say, over this city and see these five millions of
familice, and the desperate condition ol the
Jowest stratn of them. Ig it not true that this
unenfranchised nation may be gaid to toll, and
toil, and almost know no rest? Compare it with
the ruling clags; but ir I do I'shall be charged
with communism. (Laughter.) Ttwill be siid
that 1 want to divide the pgoperty of the rich,
and squander it amongst the poor. They sald,
you know, that I wanted to fake the lands of the
rich and divide them amongst the poor. Bat
compare that class, that great nation, the toiling
and unenfranchised nation, with the section
which may be said to be the governing cluss in
this country. i

“Look at this wealth, this ostentation, this
luxury—behold this weariness—ior there is even
weariness amongst them, but it is the weariness
of satiety—ond gee how they push from place to

lnce, as it were, 1o discover some new pleasure,
Jut that great nation of whom I have spoken—
that great nation which has built the power
of this country—this nnenfrancliised people,
without whom England could be but aprovince,
which s single division of n continental army
might subdue and annex—that great nsation ol
tive millions of families is utterly excluded from
any share in political power in this country, and
1hat small section of whom 1 have spoken, con-
taining a vast proportion ol excellent persons, 1s
potentially the governing poger in this realm.—
{Loud cheers).

“Let me now put to yon, before 1 &it down, a
mngle proposition, and through these gentlemen
who sit below me, to whom treedom in this
country is so greatly and go constantly 'ndebted
—(applause)—let me put it to the people of this
kingdom, it of the tive milllons who are new
shut out one milhon were admitted—and vou
will mark .he extreme, some will wua' blamuble,
moderation of that suggestion—if only one
million weraadmitted, wounld not the cry of the
toil-laden and the suffering, which even now
necends to Heaven, wouold it not, think yom,
reach further, be heard even on the floor of Par-
lismént 7 Fordo not forget that the earof the
Bupreme is neurer even to the lowliest of us than
is that of our earthly rulers, (Cheers.) But if
that volce was heprd in Parliament would ithot
perchance, do something to still the roar o
faction, and to hend the powers of etutesman-
ship to the hiph und holy purposes of humanity
and of justice ! :
